“In this Situation we found the Zemindars when we obtained the Mogul's Phirmaunds. 
VUnaccuſtomed to ready Compliance with any Requiſitions of Government, and 
apprehenſive of ſuffering by a Change of Maſters, it is eaſy to conceive how little 
« they were diſpoſed to obey the new Orders of the Mogul. The Board conſide 
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« rhele Difficulties, and the Inconveniences which, might ariſe to the Company, were

Your Committee find, in the Conſultations of the Preſidency of Fort Saint George, in 
their Revenue Department, of Date January 1th 1777, certain Queſtions ſent to 
the Chief and Council of Mazulipatam, to be by them put to ſome of the principal Ze- 
mindars dependant on that Settlement, with reſpect to the Rules of Succeſſion in Zemin- 
daries.— They find, in a ſubſequent Conſultation, of Date the 23d of May 1777, the 
Anſwers returned to theſe Qdeſtions by Four of the principal Zemindars; which, as the 
tend to illuſtrate the Ideas entertained of the Rights of theſe hereditary Landholders, wit 


the Rules of Succeſſion eſtabliſhed among them, Your Committee judged proper to 
inſert in the Appendix. 


- Your Committee find, that the Right of theſe hereditary Landholders to the Poſſeſ- 
ſion of their Lands, has been recognized by the Court of Directors; who, in their Orders

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Beſides the Havilly and Zemindary Lands, from which the Company draw a Revenue, 
Your Committee find, that there are various Parcels of Land in the Circars which are 
held by the Poſſeſſors under the Name of Inaums, or Charity Lands, whether granted 
originally for charitable Purpoſes, on Account of Services performed, or in Free Gift. 
The Committee of Circuit, (the Inſtitution and Object of which has been explained in 
a former Report) in their Letter to the Preſident and Council of Fort Saint George, of 
Date the roth of September 1777, ſtate the Amount of theſe Charity Lands in the Chi- 
cacole Circar, at 40,000 Rupees a Year; and give it as their Opinion, That the Titles 
to many of theſe Charity Lands being founded on ſuppoſed Grants in the Time of the 
Mooriſh Government, had either flowed from the Governors of the Province, who had no

The Commiſſion allowed to the Conipaty' s Servants appears to have remained upon this 
Footing till the Year 1779; in which Year Your Committee find, Thata new Regulation 
was made with reſpect to the Payment of the Company's Servants. The General Letter to 

Fort Saint George, of the 11th of June in that Year, after narrating, that much of the preſent 
Confuſion had ariſen from the private Engagements of the Company's Servants, and their 
Concerns, Dealings, and Tranſactions, on their own ſeparate Account, with the Princes 
and Natives of the Country; and ſtrictly forbidding the Governor, or any of the Council, 
to carry on or to be concerned, either by themſelves or others, in any Dealings or Tranſ- 
actions, by way of Traffic or Commerce, for his or their Uſe, Benefit, or Advan- 
tage, or for the Uſe or Benefit of any other Perſon, the Trade and Commerce of the 
Company only excepted; or to lend Money upon Mortgage to any of the Country Powers, 
or to any Perſon employed or entruſted by them; proceeds to direct, That, in Conſidera- 
tion of the above- mentioned Reſtrictions, every future Governor ſhould be allowed a 
Salary of 40,000 Pagodas, and each, of the Council 16,000 Pagodas, and that in full of all 
Fees of Office, Perquiſites, Emoluments, and Advantages whatſoever ; except ſuch Field 
Allowances as the Directors ſhould think fit to make to any Perſon who ſhould have a 
military Command, and likewiſe except that the Governor ſhould have the Advantage of 
continuing to reſide in the Ft ort Houſe, together with the Uſe of the Company's Plate and 
Furniture, and the Commiſſion on Coral, in Uſe to be taken by former Governors. 


This Regulation, which ſeems not to have extended to the military Department, con- 
tinued in Force till the 11th of January 178 1; during which Period, no Commiſſion ap- 
pears to have been pay able to the Company's Civil Servants. But Your Committee find, 

from the General Letter of that Date, that the former Syſtem was again reverted to, with 
reſpect to all the Company's Servants, except the Governor. The Salary of 40,000 Pa- 
godas by the Year is continued to Lord Mac Cartny, then appointed Governor, in Conſi- 
deration of his being totally reſtricted from every Kind of Dealing, ranſaction, or Com- 
merce, in Money or Goods, the Trade and Commerce of the Company excepted. But 
with regard to the other Members of Council, the Orders given in the General Letter of 
the 14th of June 1777, reſpecting the Salary of 16,000 Pagodas yearly, is revoked , and 
the ſame Salaries and Allowances ordained to be paid to them, as were in Uſe to be paid 
to the Members of Council prior to that Period; and all the Members of Council, below 
the Preſident, are allowed to trade, in the ſame Manner as they might have done before | 
the Reſtrictions in the ſaid I. tier of the rith of June 1777. 


In order that the Houſe may be enabled to ſee ſill more in Detail the Particulars of 
Which the Three great Branches of the Revenue conſiſt, Your Committee will here inſert, 
a particular Accompt relative to each; the Firſt ſhewing to whom each Head of the 
_ Territorial Revenue has been let on Exale; or by whom it has been managed, with the 
Kent payable on each Leaſe, from May 1763; the Second, a particular Accompt of 
the Duties and Cuſtoms : and the Third, An Accompt of the Revenues ariſing from the 

excluſive Farms and Licences: Theſe T wo laſt Accompts, commencing in 1767, and 
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Your Committee, in the Courſe of their Enquiries into the Receipt of the Revenues under the Pre- 
ſidency of Madras, could not but obſerve the very large Arrears due by the Renters and other Pot- 
ſeors of Lands, and which appear to have rapidly increaſed of late, particularly in the Northern 
Circars. And Your Committee, being deſirous to aſcertain the Progreſs of theſe Balances, called for 
a particular State of them, as they ſtood at the reſpective Terminations of the Governments of Lord 
Pigot, Mr, Stratton, Mr, Whitehill, and Sir Thomas Rumbold, and at the Date of the laſt Advices;

brought Home by the laſt Diſpatches are exceedingly voluminous. It appears in theſe 


Conſultations, that after various fruitleſs Endeavours to obtain Payment from ſundry of 
the principal Zemindars, the Chief and Council had found it neceſſary to proceed to Mea- 
tures of Compulſion, by confining their Perſons under Guards of Sepoys, and threatening 
to ſequeſtrate their Eſtates. By theſe Meaſures they ſeem to have got the Security of Sou- 
cars for Part of the Arrears ; but they at the ſame Time inform the Preſident and Council, 
that moſt of thoſe whoſe Tributes had been lately raiſed, had intimated an Intention of 
applying for a Reduction of them to the Rate at which they had formerly ſtood; and at 
the lame Time expreſs their Apprehenſions that, unleſs ſome Meaſure of that Kind were 
adopted, they would not in future be able to procure Payment without a Renewal of the

From the Account above inſerted, reſpecting the Perſons to whom the territorial Reve- 
nues have been let on Leaſe, it appears, that the Jaghier Lands, with the Diſtriét of 
Poonamallee, being by far the greateſt Part of the Territory immediately under the 
Preſidency, has been almoſt uniformly let to the Nabob: For Guntoor, Vincatachillum, 
to whom theſe Lands appear to have been let for Seven Years in the Year 1764, ſeems 
to have been merely an interpoſed Name for the Nabob, who gave his own Security for 
the Rent. Your Committee find in the Records of the Company, frequent Repreſenta- 
tions, made by the Governor and Council to the Directors, of the Diſadvantages ariſing 
from theſe Lands. being poſſeſſed by the Nabob.

By the foregoing State, it appears how much of the Revenue has been anhually expended upon the 
Civil and Military Charges and Fortifications; and conſequently how much has remained to be ap- 
plied to the Purchaſe of the Inveſtment for Europe, and to the other Purpoſes of the Company. 


In order to ſhew ſtill more diſtinctly the Application of the Company's Revenues, unmixed with 
their Commercial Receiprs, Your Committee will here ſubjoin an Account, in which are entered, firſt, 
the Nett Revenues, as in the precetling General State, and then the Civil and Military Charges, with 
the Expence of Buildings and Fortifications ; diſtinguiſhing ſuch Part of the Military Charges as is put 


to the Account of the Nabob, from thoſe that are defrayed out of the Company's proper Revenues. 


| The fame Account ſhews the Difference between the Nett Revenues and the Charges borne by the 


Company for each Year to which it relates. 
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It is proper to obferve, for the better underſtanding this Account, and the general State of 
Receipts and Diſburſements, that Your Committee was informed, that in the Account laſt inſerted, 
the Sums ſtated as defrayed by the Nabob in Part of the Military Charges, are the Sums with 
' which he is debited on that Head; whereas the Sums entered in the Third Celumũ of Receipts, in 
the General State of Receipts and Diſburſements, are the Payments actually made by the Nabob. 


From a Compariſon between the Free Revenue, which, by the Axcount laft inſerted, appears t6 
have remained to the Company, after defraying the Civil and Military Charges, and Expence of 
Buildings and Fortifications, with the Expence of the Inveſtment for Europe, as entered in the laft 
Column but One of the General State of Receipts and Diſburſements, it is manifeſt that, except in 
One Year (viz. the Year 1772-3) during the whole Period to which the Account relates, the Surplus 
Nett Revenues, above the Charges, have never been equal to the Purchaſe of the Inveſtment for 
Europe. It further appears, that in the Two firſt and Two laſt Years of the Account, within the 
former of which the firſt War with Hyder Ali happened, and within the latter the Expeditions. to 
Pondicherry and Mahé, thoſe Charges and Expences exceed the Nett Revenues in no leſs than 
L. 941,781. It appears upon Calculation, that the Average Surplus Revenue for each of the Eight 
Years from 1769 to 1777, during which the Company was at Peace, is . 1 12, 206; whereas the 
Average of the Inveſtment, calculated upon the whole Period of the General State of Receipts and 
Diſburſements, is C. 249,554 Yearly, or more than double the former Sum: And taking in the 
Four Years of War Says ee the Revenues under the Preſidency of Fort Saint George, ex- 
cluſive of their Commercial Receipts, have been ſo far from ſufficienc to furniſh an Inveſtment, that 
in the whole Period ſince 1767, they have fallen ſhort of the Charges by £. 44,139. V 


Your Committee obſerving no Notice taken in the Account laſt inſerted, of that Part of the Mili- 
tary Charges which is defrayed by the Rajah of Tanjore, were informed by Mr. Annis, the Auditor 
of Indian Accounts, that the ſaid Account of Charges is excluſive of thoſe incurred in Tanjore, with 
the Exception of J. 96, 100, or Pagodas 2, 40, 2 50, in the Tear 1776-7 — That this Exception was ocea- 
ſioned by an Error in the Accounts ſent Home from Madras, which ſtated that no Expences on Ae- 
count of Tanjore were included therein; but that by ſubſequent Accounts received, it was found 
that the above Sum of J. 96, 100 had been included in the Military Charges of that Year, which con- 
ſequently ought to have been ſtated at C. 424,905, inſtead of L. 521,005, as in the Account. 

With the 3 of this Error, the Omiſſion of the Tanjore Charges makes no material Dif- 
ference in the Reſult, with reſpect to the Company. The Addition of thoſe Charges would have had 
the Effect of making the total Amount of Charges appear ſo much higher; but the Company's Share 
of thoſe Charges, and the Difference between that Share and the Nett Revenues, would have remained

Four Committee might here conclude what they have to ſay reſpecting the Revenues 
of the Company under the Preſidency of Madras; but, conſidering how large a Part of 


the Reſources of the Company under this Preſidency depends upon the Payments from 
the Nabob of Arcot and the Rajah of Tanjore, they think it not foreign to the Object 


of this Report, to lay before the Houſe ſuch Information as they have been able to ob- 
tain, reſpecting the Revenues of theſe Two Princes. 0 


In a Letter from the Preſident and Council of Fort Saint George to the Governor Ge- 

neral and Council of Bengal, dated the th of December 1774, the Territories of the 
Nabob, including Tanjore, then in his Poſſeſſion, are eſtimated at upwards of Two 
Crores of Rupees. | 


Mr. William Petrie, who has reſided for above Fifteen Years in India, and was for 


ſome Time Secretary to the Political Department of the Government of Madras, having 


been deſired to give ſuch Information as he could, reſpecting the Revenues of the Nabob 
of Arcot, informed Your Committee, That while he was in the Station above-mentioned, 


the Amount of the Nabob's Collections was a Subject which came frequently under the 


Conſideration of the Board—That an exact Account was often wiſhed for, but, he be- 
lieved, never obtained That he had ſeen various Eſtimates, ſome at 36 Lacks of Pa- 
godas Annual Revenue, others at 32, and ſome lower That he underſtood, as he 
thought from good Authority, that, under proper Management, the Country would pro- 
duce conſiderably above 30 Lacks; but that he had it from good Information, that, for 
ſome Time paſt, not 20 Lacks a Year had been carried to the Credit of the Nabob's 
Exchequer, . Fee | 


And Your Committee find, in the Select Conſultations of Fort Saint George, of the 
zoth of November 1778, a Minute of Sir Thomas Rumbold's, then Governor; in which, 
after mentioning that the Governor General and Council of Bengal had written very 
preſſingly for an Account of the Revenues of the Carnatic, he proceeds to lay before the 
Board, the beſt Account of theſe Revenues, which, he ſays, he had been able to obtain. 


Hie adds, that the Governor General and Council did not ſeem to be aware, that an exact 


Account of the Revenues of the Carnatic was not very eaſily obtained; for that the Na- 
bob was very jealous of their Interference, and would not furniſh them with a Rent-Roll 
of his Receipts ; but that, however, he believed the Account he then delivered in, might

The growing Amount of the Debts contracted by the Nabob, great Part of which 


was due to Servants: of the Company, together with the Panget᷑ to be apprehended with 


reſpect to the Payments to the Company, from Aſſignments of Lands to private Cre- 


ditors, appear to have been the Motives for the ſtrict Orders given by the Directors, 


« That no Company's Servant, nor any Perſon under the Company's Protection, ſnould 
be permitted to lend Money to any of the Country Powers in India, nor to any Perſon 
« holding Commiſſion under, or employed by them, directly or indirectly, to be re- paid 
« at a future Time, on Mortgages, or Securities in the Nature of Mortgages, upon 
„Lands, or from the Produce, or any growing Revenue of the Country. And fot 
more effectually preventing ſuch Loans, they direct that all the Country Powers, with 
« whom ſuch Tranſactions were likely to take Place, ſhould be informed of this Regu- 
« lation, and requeſted not to permit any Dealings of the Nature above- mentioned, with 
ei the Company's Servants, or with Perſons under the Company's Protection?“ 


The large Arrears frequently due to the Nabob's Troops, have been taken Notice of 
in a former Report. 3 - e een 


Your Committee find, that che irregular Payment of the Troops, and their conſequent 
mutinous Diſpoſition, joined. to the very diſordered State of the Nabob's Finances, in- 
duced the Preſidency frequently to urge the Nabob to a Reduction of his Expences, and 
particularly to the Meaſure of diſbanding Part of his Troops. To this Meaſure: the 


Nabob had been generally very averſe. It does however appear, that in the Year 1977, 


under Mr, Stratton's Government, the Nabob agreed to diſband Nine thouſand of his 


| Sepoys, and to reduce his Cavalry from Four thouſand to Two thouſand One hundred, 


provided the Company would aſſiſt him with a Loan of Four Lacks of Pagodas, to 
enable him to pay their Arrears. The Government of Madras informed the 
Nabob, that they could not comply with his Propoſal for a Loan of the Sum wanted; 
but being ſenſibſe of the Advantages that would ariſe to his Affairs from ſuch a Re- 
duction of his Expence, they recommended to him to borrow the Money from Indi- 
viduals; promiſing, on the Part of the Company, to become Sureties to the Lenders for 


its Re- payment.

.... Accordingly, it does appear, that the Four Lacks of Pagodas were advanced to the 


Nabob by Meſſrs. Call, Majendie, and Taylor, Three of the Company's: Servants; and 
the Preſident and Council gave the Company's Security for the Debt. 


This Tranſaction Your Committee find to have been very much diſapproved of by 
Sir Thomas Rumbold, when he came to take Poſſeſſion of the Government. In his Mi- 
nute upon that Subject, of Date the 23d of February 1778, he ſays, He could not 
“ help expreſſing his Aſtoniſhment at the late Adminiſtration venturing to lend the 
“ Company's Security to Meſſrs. Call, Majendie, and Taylor, Three of the Company's 
«« Servants, for ſo conſiderable a Sum as Four Lacks of Pagodas; at a Time too, when 
e the Gentlemen then in Government obſerve, that they are apprehenſive they ſhall be 
diſtreſſed even for ſufficient to defray their own current Charges, and ſupply the Sums 
« abſolutely wanting for the Inveſtment,” He adds, When they had gone ſuch a 
Length, as they ſay, to accompliſh ſo deſirable an End as the Reduction of his High- 
«* neſs's Forces, unneceſſarily kept up, would it not have been proper they ſhould have 
ſeen the Money wholly applied to that Purpoſe ? But, on the cbntrary, we find no- 
thing on the Records, but yague, uncertain Declarations, that his Highneſs has made 
« a conſiderable Progreſs in the Reduction of his Troops; and this large Sum becomes 
Ja further Burthen upon the Revenues and Reſources of the Carnatic.” Upon the 
Preſident's Motion, therefore, it was reſolved, * That the Security given by the late 


« Adminiſtration to Meſſrs. Call, Majendie, and Taylor, for the Sum of Four Lacks of 


« Pagodas, do not receive the Sanction of the Government, but wait to be determined

And Your Committee find, that the Court of Directors, in their Letter to Fort Saint 
George, of the 15th of April 1778; expreſsly diſavow the Tranſaction, as being a direct 
Breach of their Orders, and entered into without any Authority from them. 


The Irregularity in the Payment of the Nabob's Troops gave Riſe to a Tranſaction ſome- 


what ſimilar, and about the ſame Period, which alſo affords an Example of the diſtreſſed

In che above Caſes, in which the Security of the Company was interpoſed for the Nabob, 


the Reaſons given by the Preſident and Council appear upon the Face of the Tranſactions 
s. But Your Committee find another and a more recent Inſtance, ſo late as the 
26th of June 1780, in which the Preſident and Council appear to have paid a Debt 


of the Nabob's, amounting to Pagodas 25,8804, for no other Reaſon that appears upon 


the Face of the Tranſaction, than that the Creditor was deſirous to have his Money, and 


the Nabob wiſhed the Company to advance it. The Debt here alluded to was due to

Colonel James Capper, and conſiſted, as the Nabob himſelf explained it, principally 


of Diſburſements which Colonel Capper had made in England, upon his Highnets's

adds, That the Colonel ſoon after his Return to India had ſettled Accounts with 
him, taking his Bond as an Acquittance of his Demand: That the Bond would 
not fall due till the Month of December following, but that the Colonel had 
preſent Occaſion for the Money, to enable him to make good a Sum he owed 
to Sir Robert Barker in England, and which Sir Robert had ordered his At- 
tornies in India to depoſit in the Company's Treaſury, until good Opportunities of re- 
mitting could be procured ; and that the Nabob had promiſed to Colonel Capper to 
requeſt of the Government to paſs the Company's Receipt to him for the Amount of his 
Highneſs's Bond, meaning that the ſame ſhould be included in the Kiſts which were 


then ſettling to be paid by his Highneſs to the Company in the Courſe of the Year 
ending the goth of April 1781.

This Propoſition being ſtated by the Preſident, appears to have been immediately 
agreed to by the Council.— A Bond for the Money was ordered to be granted to Colonel 


Capper, with a Recommendation to the Preſident, to make ſuch a Settlement with the 
Nabob, as that the Company ſhould ſuſtain no Loſs or Riſk by the Tranſaction.

It is remarkable that this Tranſaction, by which the Company was ſubjected to an 
Advance for the Nabob, was upon the 26th Day of June 1780, juſt Twenty-ſeven

When the Country was actually invaded, Your Committee find the Nabob was even 
then unable to bring his Troops into the Field for Want of Money to pay their Arrears.

Conſ.2d Auguſt charge the Pay due to his Cavalry; that the Collections of the Revenues ſet apart for 
1780, their Pay were at a Stand from the Depredations of the Enemy; that he had been en- 
deavouring to treat with Individuals for a Loan, but could not procure the Money unleſs 
the Company would give their Security to the Lenders.—Upon this Application, the 
Council was of Opinion, that it was better to ſupply the Nabob with what he wanted, 
than to give Security to Individuals for what they might chuſe to advance; and accord- 
sel.

Mr, Petrie having lately returned to Great Britain, was examined by Your Com- 
mirtee reſpecting the preſent State of the Country of Tanjore. Such Part of his 
Evidence as relates to the Revenues of that Country, is inſerted in the Appendix.— Appendix, Ne 22. 
He repreſents Tanjore as having been not many Years ago one of the moſt flouriſhing, 
beſt cultivated, and moſt populous Countries in Hindoſtan ; that in 1768, when he firſt 
law it, it exhibited a very different Picture from what it does at preſent.

For this rapid Decline, Mr. Petrie aſſigns various Cauſes ;—the Revenues having

Maſter while they oppreſſed the Inhabitants, mortgaging Diſtricts tor preſent Supplies, 
and ſettling Jaghires upon themſelves, many of which have not yet reverted to the 
Circar. But that as thoſe Evils were not of long Duration, their Effects were only 
partially felt; and that even at that Period, as he was informed, Manufactures flouriſhed, 1 
the Country was populous, and well cultivated, the Inhabitants were wealthy and in- 
duſtrious. That from the Year 1771, the Ara of the firſt Siege, till the Reſtoration of = 
the Rajah, the Country having been the Seat of War, and having undergone Two 
Revolutions of Government, Trade, Manufactures, and Agriculture, were neglected, 
and many Thouſands of Inhabitants went in queſt of a more ſecure Abode. He mentions 
at the ſame Time, as a remarkable Circumſtance, that during the Year 1774, while 
Tanjore was governed by the Nabob, all the Accounts which he had ſeen make the 
Revenue to amount to One-third more than the Year preceding the Conqueſt, and to 
more than Double the Sum which appeared in the Circar Books for the Year he refided 
at Tanjorez—he accounts for a Circumſtance ſo extraordinary at firſt Sight, by the high 
Price of Grain in the Year 1774, when the Scarcity was ſo great as almoſt to amount to

Grants from the Circar, being reſumed by the Nabob.

The Directors, in their Letter to the Preſident and Council, dated 18th October

Pat. 10g. THE Arrival of Sir Eyre Coote at this Preſidency, on his Way to Bengal, at ſo critical a 
IIuncture, I eſteem on many Accounts a fortunate Circumſtance. He will be able to 
form a Judgment from his own Obſervation of your real Situation, with Reſpect to Reſources, and 
the Conduct both of the Nabob and the Rajah of Tanjore ; and I moſt earneſtly recommend to him, 
to take a View of our Proceedings both before and ſince the Capture of Pondicherry, that he may be 
fully acquainted with the Difficulties we have had, and ſtill have, to ſtruggle with; that when he 
takes his Seat at the Council General at Bengal, he may, from his own Knowledge, inforce the Repre- 
ſentation we have found it neceſſary to make, that we may be ſupported and aſſiſted in the Advice

It was againſt my Wiſh and Inclination, truly ſenſible that the 
Company are very deſirous we ſhould avoid giving any Drafts on them; and indeed they have a 
Right to expect that their Reſources here ſhould more than anſwer the Expences of the Eſtabliſh- 
ment; but every Trial was made in vain to procure Money from the Nabob, from the Rajah of 
Tanjore, and even from Individuals, on granting them Intereſt Notes payable to a certain Time. 
The Diſtreſs for Specie was ſo great, that we had no Alternative; we were obliged, by the Proſpect 
of an advantageous Remittance, to induce thoſe who had Caſh by them to ſupply our immediate 
Wants, as the Account delivered in to the Committee will ſhew. There was an abſolute Neceſlity 
that the Troops ſhould not be kept in Arrears ; and notwithſtanding the Money borrowed, we have 
now an empty Freaſury. It 1s true, the Nabob has promiſed us a conſiderable Sum this Month, and 
to be more regular in his Payments in future; but we have no other Security than his Word. 
„Should he fail us, as he has ſeldom been very punctual in Engagements, I apprehend the moſt ſerious 
Conſequences. We have repreſented to Bengal ou? Situation. We have acquainted them in a for- 
mer Letter, that if we did nor receive a Supply, we ſhould be under the Neceſſity of drawing upon 
Europe. The Couneil General, however, were unable to ſupply us, I will not ſay unwillingly, being 
convinced the Co-operation with the different Preſidencies, for the mutual Support of the Company's 
Poſſeſſion, is the firſt and moſt material Object of their political Conduct.

Lands held by certain Rajahs or Chiefs, as their hereditary Eſtates, paying a certain Tribute to the 


Government, and being ſubject to Suit and Service, in Manner very ſimilar to the ancient Feudal 


Tenures. The Tributes ought to be certain and invariable, though that has not always been 
ſtrictly obſerved ; and Changes in Government have alſo introduced Changes in the Tributes, which 
indeed is of no great Conſequence z for, beſides theſe fixed Tributes (ſuppoſing they were ſo) the 
Supreme Government has always demanded (and Cuſtom has given Sanction and Title to) a further 
Sum, as a Nazar or Free Giftz and theſe Two Sums, the Tribute and Nazar, are what we mean 
when we ſpeak of ſettling the Jumabundy with the Zemindars. Beſides theſe Zemindaries or heri- 
ditary Eſtates, there are certain Lands (more in Chicacole than any other of the Circars) which are 
called Havely or Government Lands, and are the Property of the State or Lord Paramount ; ſuch 
are your Jaqueer, &c.

Regulation ſhall be made known, and before ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſhall proceed to recover ſuch 
Money ; and afterwards they ſhall and may proceed to recover the fame, as they ſhall think fir. 


19. And for more effectually preventing ſuch Loans, we hereby direct, that you inform all the 


Country Powers with whom ſuch Tranſactions may be likely to take Place, of this Regulation, and 
requeſt them not to have or permit any Dealings of the Nature above mentioned, with any of the 


Company's Servants, or with Perſons under the Company's Protection. 


20. In Conſideration of the expected Services of our Governor and Preſident, and of our Council 
of Fort Saint George, and of the Reſtrictions and Prohibitions to which they are ſubjected by the 


preceding Regulations, we direct, that every Governor and Preſident of Fort Saint George aforeſaid, 


after Lord Pigot, be allowed and paid the certain and eſtabliſned Salary of 40, ooo Pagodas by the 
Year, and each of the Council for the Time being, as hereafter is mentioned, 16,000 Pagodas by the 


Year; ſuch Salary to any Perſon who ſhall have a military Command, to be in full of all Pay and Al- 
| lowances as a military Commander, except ſuch Field Allowances as the Court of Directors ſhall 


think fit to make to him, whilſt employed on Service in the Field. And we direct, that the above- 


mentioned Salaries be paid to each Perſon out of the Revenues ariſing and accruing from our terri- 


torial Poſſeſſions within and under the Management of the ſaid Preſidency; and that ſuch Salaries 
mall commence and take Place, in reſpect to the ſaid Thomas Rumbold, John Whitehill, and Hector 
Munro, and to all ſuch other Perſons as ſhall be reſident in Great Britain at the Time of their Ap- 


pointment, upon and from the Day on which ſuch Perſons ſhall embark for India; and in reſpect to 


all thoſe who are or ſhall be reſident in India at the Time of their Appointment, upon and from the 
Day of their taking upon them the Execution of their Offices. And we direct that all ſuch Salaries to 
ſuch Governor and Preſident, and Council, ſhall be in lieu of all Fees of Office, Perquiſites, Emolu- 
ments, and Advantages whatſoever; and that no Fees of Office, Perquiſites, Emoluments, or Advan- 
tages whatſoever, ſhall be accepted, received, or taken, by ſuch Governor. and Preſident, and Coun- 
cil, or any of them, in any Manner, or on any Account or Pretence whatſoever, other than ſuch Sala- 


ries and Allowances as are herein before directed to be paid to them reſpectively; except as before 
mentioned, reſpecting Field Aliowances to a military Commander, and likewiſe except that the Go- 


vernor and Preſident ſhall contiaue to have the Advantage of reſiding in the Fort Houle, together 
with the Uſe of the Company's Plate and Furniture, and ſhall likewiſe be allowed to take ſuch Com- 
miſſion on Coral as hath uſually been allowed to be taken by the Governor of the ſaid Preſidency. 
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21. To prevent any Miſunderſtanding of the foregoing Regulation, for Payment of certain Salaries 
to our Governor and Council, in lieu of Trade, or other Advantages, we think it proper to ſay, that 
we do not mean the Regulation ſhall rake Place in reſpect to Lord Pigot, but that his Lordſhip, 
during his Continuance in the Government, ſhall enjoy the ſame Salary, and other Advantages, as he 
was entitled to under his former Commiſſion 3 nor do we mean it to extend to the ſaid Alexander 
Davidſon, John Hollond, and James Daniel, but as they are only named as occaſional Members, as 
before is mentioned, and their Continuance in their Office as Members of Council will be very ſhort, 
they are to be allowed to trade in the ſame Manner as Perſons of the Council might have done 
before the ſaid reſtrictive Regulation; and as they are to be allowed to trade, they are to be paid ſuch 
Salary, and have ſuch Allowance only, as were paid and given to Members of Council before the ſaid

Par. 6. ] T appears from the Syſtem hitherto purſued in the Management of the Cirears, that the 
| Zemindars have been unneceſſarily incumbered with heavy Debts, accumulating and 
preſſing upon them with ſuch encreaſing Weight, from Year to Year, that they are at length become 
almoſt inſupportable z and few of the Zemindars, except thoſe whoſe paternal Inheritance was too 
conſiderable to be waſted, are in Circumſtances of Reſponſibility to anſwer even their former En- 
gagements to the Company. Various Cauſes may have contributed to produce that Effect; but One 
alone, which we-ſhall-mention, is, of itſelf, ſufficient to account for it. The Practice hitherto ob- 
ſerved in ſettling with the Zemindars of the Maſulipatam Diſtrict, to whom we principally allude, 
has been, to receive in Advance from them, at the Time of ſettling, Two Thirds of the Annual 
Amount of their Jemmabundy, and to follow the fame Rule in the Beginning of every Year. The 
Zemindars, unable to make ſuch Advances from the Produce of their Revenues, which could not 
be realized till ſome Months after, having been obliged, at every Time, to take up from the Sou- 
cars, or any other who would lend them, conſiderable Sums of Money, at the exorbitant Intereſt 
of Two and Three per Cent. per Month, giving Aſſignments on the Harveſt, by way of Security 
for Repayment. This Mode, fo deſtructive to their own Fortunes, and ultimately to the Intereſts 
of the Company, might have been eaſily avoided, only by fixing upon the Periods for receiving the 
different Kiſts of the Year, ſo as to give Time to the Zemindar to realize the Produce of his 
Grain, and relieve him thereby from the Neceſſity of borrowing. However ſimple this 
Remedy may appear, the Evil has been ſuffered to continue ſo long, that it is become almoſt too 
tate to apply it. The Zemindars, with Countries for the moſt Part ruined or impoveriſhed, have 
exhauſted all their Credit with the Soucars, and are now fallen into Arrears, which cannot, together 

with the growing Jemmabundy, be diſcharged, but by a long Courſe of prudent Management, 
under every indulgent Conſideration that can be ſhewn them by the Company. = 


Par. 5. Another Cauſe, which has operated in no ſmall Degree to the Diſtreſs of the Zemindars, ariſes 
from the ſhort Term of the Settlements with them, which have been farmed for One, Two, and 
never more than Three Years at a Time. When the Leaſes are ſo confined, it can never be expected 
that the Zemindar will attend to the Improvement of his Lands; on the contrary, extending his Views no 
further than the Term of his Leaſe, all his Endeavours will be employed to benefit himſelf to the utmoſt, 
without regarding the Conſequences which may fall upon the Revenue at a future Time. This Con- 
duct is natural enough, and we cannot blame it, if we conſider how unſettled the Ideas of theſe Peo- 
ple muſt be concerning the State of their Property, after it has paſſed through ſuch various Changes, 
and the Sovereignty ſo often transferred from the Soubah of the Decan to the French, then back

I firſt ſaw this Country in 1768, 


when it exhibited a very different Picture from its preſent Situation. Tanjore was formerly a Place 


of great Foreign and Inland Trade; it imported Cotton from Bombay and Surat; Raw and Work— 
ed Silks from Bengal; Sugar, Spices, &c. from Sumatra, Malacca, and the Eaftern Iſlands ; 
Gold, Horſes, Elephants, and Timber, from Pegu, and various Articles of Trade from China. 


5 It was by Means of Tanjore that a great Part of Hyder Ally's Dominion, and the North-weſtern

very conſiderable. Since the Period of the unhappy Diſputes in the Council in which Lord Pigot 
was deprived of his Authority, the Affairs of the Company every where on the Coromandel 
Coaſt have viſibly declined. Upon my Arrival at Madras in 1798. I found the general State 
of Things entirely altered, and much for the worſe, ſince the Time of my leaving India in
